ing the “penny postage” rate from Can- 
ada to all other parts of the Empire. Hith- 
erto the rate has been three cents. A cut 
of one cent in the cost of sending a letter 
to Great Britain or Australia does not 
sound very impressive. But stated in 
terms of a 33 1-3 per cent cut in postal 
charges, the concession takes on a much 
larger significance. In the course of a 
vear the aggregate saving to the letter- 
writers of Canada will be very consider- 
able; or else there will be very many more 
leters sent from Canada to other parts of 
the Empire. In the out-working the re- 
sults will probably be found to extend in 
both directions. 

Canada in this is giving another lead 
to the Dominions for closer contacts, more 
inter-communication, better acquaintance- 
ship, more trade, and a growing sense of 
kinship and political unity. That the gov- 
ernments of the other Dominions will 
respond by like concessions to their own 
peoples may be expected and is to be 
hoped. In proportion as they do so there 
will be a stimulation of sentiment, an 
awakening of interest, and a strengthen- 
ing of the commercial relationships among 
the British nations. Perhaps the present 
generation will see the day when it will be 
possible to send a letter from the Yukon to 
the farthest corner of India for ome cent 
That is the objective toward which the 
postal departments of the Empire should 
work, and to which the re-establishment of 
penny postage from Canada to the other 
Sritish countries invites attention. 


WHAT ABOUT CROP REPORTS ?

ulation of reports which are untruthful, 
jut which extends to the publication of re- 
orts, however carefully compiled, which 
“present the yield as likely to be large 
nd the quality good. If the accusers are 
rest in their reasoning, the more cor- 
ect these reports are the more damage 
hey do. 


These are serious allegations, and 
hould be dealt with in a candid way. No- 
ody wants to keep the farmer from 


aking money, even by publishing reports 
iat his crops are growing well and prom- 
to yield well when that is the case. 
it the desire that the Governments and 
newspapers, and all other parties 
hould enter into a conspiracy of silence, 
nd say nothing about the crops next sum- 
ier, unless it be something of an unfavor- 
ble character? If that is what is wanted 
is a fair proposition that the farmer or- 
enizations should take the responsibility 
If the speakers who suggest 
his do not reflect the opinions of the 
larmers generally, it would be only fair 
hat these organizations should make that 
clear. Nothing is gained by leaving the 
| point in @ state of uncertainty while speak- 
ers at farmer gatherings go on sniping at 
the departments of agriculture and the 
newspapers for doing what they have sup- 
posed to be @ public service. If a policy 
of “hush, hush” is what is wanted why not 
say so ? Otherwise, why not sey precise- 
ly what is wanted ”

The psychology of clowning nol 
aS cimyhe o8 it appears for the clown 
jis not « simpleton, There is » subtle

The latter is 
ridicule,.and it is 
a delicate but 
powerful weapon 
In clowning, a 
man by pretend- 
ing to be a fool 
gives you a 


chance to laugh at his folly and so 
makes you feel superior. He is really 
showing his wisdom jestwise You 
know that it is all done for your 


amusement and that he isn’t a fool 
by many removes. It's an old device, 
| though it takes different forms in each

In older days the court jester or 
court fool had the privilege of speak 
ing his mind and seying things that 
in a courtier would be presumptuious 
but which taken partly as a jest stiil 
| kept their edge He was only the 
jcourt fool anyway, and the courtiers 
could feel superior while they tolerated 
his buffoonery, even if it were aimed

| Today our leading clown is Will 
Rogers.

The joke must more 
or less be on the other fellow, not 
on us. So the device of playing the 
fool is true to form. 

As an example of clowning that 
faiis may be cited the habit of som 
auctioneers to keep the buyers amused 
by weak clowning.

The 
clowning that fails either makes a 
{fool of hit who tries it, or raises the
